For the first time during the 
nine days of testimony, Garri­ 
son took a direct hand in the 
questioning handling the inter-1 
rogation of William E. Newman 
Jr., a Dallas electrical contrac­ 
tor. Newman testified he was in 
Dallas’ Dealey Plaza when the 
President was shot Nov. 22,! 
1963—and that the shots ap­ 
peared to come from behind | 
him, from the so-called grassy: 
knoll area. 
The retired FBT agent, a big 


white-haired man, was called to 
the stand after Newman.

NEW ORLEANS í AP) — The tion. 
Justice Department was thrust 
into Gay Shaw's conspiracy

former FBI agent, refused to 
say when he started working on 
the investigation of President 
John F. Kennedy’s assassina- 


“I think that question is out­ 
side the purview of the authori­ 
ty .granted me,” said Regis L. 
Kennedy when asked if he had 
been engaged in the assassina­ 
tion investigation from the 
start. 


Kennedy said he was author­ 
ized to testify about Ws Investi­ 
gation regarding Dean An­ 
drews. a one-time Jefferson 
Parish assistant district attor­ 
ney convicted of perjury during 
Dist Atty. Jim Garrison’s two- 
year assassination probe. 
James L. Alcock. head of the 
prosecution in Shaw’s trial, said 
that question and several others 
were referred to the Justice De­ 
partment in Washington during 
a long telephone conversation. 


For the first time daring the 
nine days of testimony, Garri­ 
son took a direct hand in the 
questioning handling the inter* 
rogation of Wiliam E. Newman 
Jr.. a Dallas electrical contrac­ 
tor. Newman testified he was in 
Dallas’ Dealev Plaza when the 
President was shot Nov. 22. 
1963—and that the shots ap­ 
peared to come from behind 
him, from the so-called grassy 
knoll ar ea . 
The retired FBI agent, a big 


whitnhaired man. was called to' 
the; stand after Newman. Kenne­ 
dy said he went to a hospital to 
interview Andrews on Nov. 25. 
1963. after getting a telephone 
call from him. 
A recess was called when 
Kennedy balked at this question 
from Alcock: ‘ Prior to inter-;

'Buck White' Alive 


With Today's Issues

the ghetto of Watts, mov ed on to 
New York to be hailed as a 
sav age attack on the white man. 
and is now being presented at i

A good portion of its sav agery j 
has disappeared, for a number 
reasons. For one thing, com po- j 
ser Oscar Brown. J r.. striv es to 
mightily for rhy mes instead of 
following 
the lead of today 's 
popular 
music 
writers 
an d 
allowing words to tell a story j 
without traditional v erse. 
Also, 
the 
tendency 
of 
the j 
rowdy gang on stage to break j 
into song sets up a Brechtian 
ty pe of alienation, a l w a y s 
reminding us that we are in a j 
theater, and thus keeping us 
from full inv olv ement. 
The play is similar to th e; 
rev olutionary classic. “ Waiting 
For Lefty ” ex cept that Lefty 
nev er arriv ed and Big Time, a 
black power leader does. While 1 
waiting 
for 
his 
arriv al, 
his | 
henchmen, 
members of BAD I 
(Beautiful 
Alleuiah 
Day s) 
a 
"pov erty 
gig” 
surv iv ing 
on 
federal funds. The henchmen are 
a group of ty pical opportunists, 
ready to change their v ote for a 
buck. 
During the play 's first half 
these characters squabble, gos­ 
sip and continually caricature 
the white man’s stereoty pe of 
the black. Interjected are such 
barbs as “ We're gonna put y ou 
on the white list!.” 
In the second half. Big Time 
arriv es and the play becomes 
serious with Big Time rev ealing 
that he is the one member of 
BAD. who is truly sincere in his 
desire 
for 
complete 
b l a c k 
freedom. 
Big Time's dialogue makes it 
plain the seriousness of his in­ 
tent. Thus Whitey in the au­ 
dience becomes uncomfortably 
aware of his part in the ev en­ 
ing's proceedings and from then 
on is nev er allowed to forget 
who he is. 
Questions from the audience 


are inv ited, but the performance 
I saw only brought forth the 
planted ones. There were no 
spontaneous 
questions, 
which 
could change the whole feeling 
of the show by challenging the 
actors to uphold their thesis 
against white attack. 
Staged by Brown and J ean 
Pace, the show mov es at top 
speed, with half a dozen highly 
talented performers keeping it j 
that way . 
Brown's 
music is 
good, aside from my objection to 
the rhy ming attempts. Sev eral 
numbers are o u t s t a n d i n g . 
“ Money , Money .” “ Chains,” and 
“ That's All Ov er Now” are all 
combinations of ex citing melody 
and meaningful words. 
In the latter song. Big Black,

back!” With glasses and a fez. 
Big Black uses his full v oice and 
drumming ability to project a 
larger than life character who is j 
tender, y et implacable.

denuded area. Or a slum neig hbo rho o d 
is cleared fo r a “ redev elo pment” pro j­ 
ect. and the po o r families thus ev icted 
— unable to pay the hig h rents in the 
“ redev elo pment” 
apartments 
— 
cro wd into an adjo ining slum, making 
it much wo rse than it was befo re and 
spreading the city ’s decay .

Ev en the newest 
cities hav e already been faced with

A CURRENT EXAMPLE o f added 
ex pense fo llo wing mo dernizatio n is 
fo und in the Dipsea Trail steps in Mill 
Valley .

Valley hillside since memo ry runneth 
no t. They were installed in the first 
place up a narro w drainag e channel — 
because it pro v ided the easiest ro ute 
fo r climbing the hill. At that time, 
ho wev er, the hillside was so heav ily 
co v ered with trees, g rass and brush 
that relativ ely little water ran do wn 
the steps. 


As ho mes and streets were built o n 
the hill, the amo unt o f runo ff in­ 
creased.

Project Leads To Project: 
Case Study In Mill Valley 
We spend money to “modernize,” 
then often have to spend more to cor­ 
rect conditions created by th e 
“modernization.” 
For instance, trees and shrubbery 
—the growth of nature or the plant­ 
ings of our forebears — are removed 
to make way for a widened road; then 
extensive and expensive landscaping is 
necessary to cover up the unsightly 
denuded area. Or a slum neighborhood 
is cleared for a “redevelopment” proj­ 
ect, and the poor families thus evicted 
— unable to pay the high rents in the 
“redevelopment” 
apartments 
— 
crowd into an adjoining slum, making 
it much worse than it was before and 
spreading the city's decay. 
In Marin, the effects of such 
“modernization” are most noticeable 
in drainage problems. Even the newest 
cities have already been faced with 
major expenses to correct flooding 
created because someone, for public 
good or private profit, diverted 
natural drainage. 
A CURRENT EXAMPLE of added 
expense following modernization is 
found in the Dipsea Trail steps in Mill 
Valley. 
The steps have climbed the Mill 
Valley hillside since memory runneth 
not. They were installed in the first 
place up a narrow drainage channel — 
because it provided the easiest route 
for climbing the hill. At that time, 
however, the hillside was so heavily 
covered with trees, grass and brush 
that relatively little water ran down 
the steps. 
As homes and streets were built on 
the hill, the amount of runoff in­ 
creased. It got its last big boost about 
three years ago when Marin Municipal 
Water District installed a large storage 
tank, on a concrete pad, above 
Edgewood avenue. 


MILL VALLE VANS, and other, had 
been complaining for several years 
about the dangerous condition of the 
steps. So, in 1967, the City of Mill 
Valley undertook a t h r e e - s t a g e 
rebuilding project. City crews replac­ 
ed the steps from Cascade Way to 
Marion Avenue; Albert Bidegain, San 
Rafael contractor, did those from 
Marion to Hazel Avenue, on a $6,813 
contract. 
The third stage, however, from 
Hazel to Edgewood, presents the big­ 
gest job — for on that portion, the 
steps receive a large volume of water 
from a gutter along Edgewood which 
in turn takes water from a large pipe 
installed by the MMWD to drain its 
storage tank pad. 
City Engineer Stanley M. Bala 
estimated last month that it would cost 
$6,800 to provide u n d e r g r o u n d 
drainage beside the steps to take that 
water to Hazel Avenue, plus $5,100 to 
install new7 steps. Allowing fo r 
engineering fees and contingencies, he 
recommended 
that 
$15,000 
be 
budgeted for the job. 
THE WATER DISTRICT contends 
that the steps are in the natural 
drainage channel, and that if has not 
disturbed the drainage pattern by 
diverting water there from its tank 
pad. But the increase in runoff from 
the large concrete pad makes it im­ 
practical to replace the steps without 
providing new drainage. 
This is typical of what happens when 
improvements are installed; a water 
tank, needed to supply Mill Valley 
homeowners, forces a d d i t i o n a l 
drainage expense. 
The $6,800 item for draining the 
steps is a relatively small one. But 
similar outlays, much more costly, 
often 
result from 
just 
s u c h 
“modernization.” Nor can they always 
be foreseen or prevented.

Shoplifting is one of the most 
common crimes in the U.S. to­ 
day, and a large percentage of 
shoplifting crimes is committed 
by youngsters. 
A recent national magazine 
article quoted statistics that 
more than 100.000 shopliftings 
are committed each year by 
teen-agers. Locally, no statsitics 
are available on shoplifting, 
mainly because many incidents 
are handled by individual stores. 
Organizations such as the cham­ 
bers of commerce, which might 
be able to collect such data, 
have remained g e n e r a l l y 
uninterested. 
However, the Novato Chamber 
of Commerce1 estimates that 
stores annually lose I to 3 per 
cent of their merchandise to 
shoplifters. In shoplifting crimes 
reported to the Novato 'police 
department last year,, 38 girls 
and 102 boys, all under age, stole

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Williams-Baseball's First Million DoHar Manager? 


WASHINGTON (AP> — Ted 
Williams—baseball's 
f ie r c e , 
feuding 
perfectionist-caocedes 
his first problem as manager of 
the hapless Washington Sena­ 
tors wilt be patience. 
Attorneys met today to put 
the wrapping on the rich pack­ 
age of stock that will make Wil­ 
liams the part-owner as well as 
manager of the Senators in an 
apparent million-dollar deal. 
Although 
the 
formal 
an­ 
nouncement by the Senators at 
a news conference is not expect­ 


ed before tomorrow. Williams 
a.ready is itching to get back 
into the game. 
“I’m ready to go.” he said. 
“I’m 
really 
getting 
excited 
about it.” 
Williams, baseball's greatest 
living hitter with a career aver­ 
age of .344, will be taking over a 
last-place team that hasn’t 'been 
able to escape the American 
League’s second division for 22 
straight years. 
The Boston Red Sox slugger, 
still remembered for historic 


feuds with fans, admits his 
nerves may be on trial with the 
sickly Senators. 
“1 remember the last few 
years when I would sit out the 
.second, game of doubleheaders. 
1 would be a nervous wreck.” 
Williams said. “The emotional 
part is going to be the problem. 
The patience part.” 
Spring training is only a week 
away for Washington, and Wil­ 
liams,. after eight years outside 
baseball, is finding not only the 
rest of the league but even the 


Senators’ roster crowded with 
strange names he doesn’t know. 
Williams said he is anxious to 
take up the challenge, to prove 
himself again as manager after 
having 'been one of the game’s 
greatest players. 
The Hall of Fame 
hitter 
joked. “I may end up with an 
ulcer. I’ve seen these managers 
and I’ve asked them how they 
feel and they say ‘fine’—but 
they look awful.” 
The Senators are prepared to 
sign Williams to a long-range 


contract running from three to 
five years at something beyond. 
$50.000 annually. 
Williams will also get options 
to buy a bundle of stock in the 
club—perhaps 10 per cent, or 
$900.000 worth. 
The Senators’ new 
owner, 
Robert E. Short, who bought the 
club less than a month ago, 
wouldn’t discuss reports that 
Williams will be baseball's first 
million-dollar manager. 
“I don’t know how they figure 


it. I don’t want to say anything 
about it now." Short said. 
Short, a Minnesota million­ 
aire, was flying back here from 
his home later today. Williams 
spent what could be his last 
peaceful weekend for a long 
time at his retreat in the Flori­ 
da Keys. 
Williams 'Said. “Even a couple 
of days ago 1 couldn’t imagine 
this happening. It had almost 
gotten to the point where base­ 
ball had gotten away from me. 
But now I’m getting geared up 


for this thing. I’m really getting 
'excited,**

Giddings Tells Good 
Fish Story Himself 


FISH TALE— This is a fish story which isn't a 
"fish story" because it comes from the most authori­ 
tative source in the realm of Marin County outdoors. 
And when A1 Giddings tells you a yarn about the 
field and stream you’d better believe it because he is 
a warden for the California Department of Fish and 
Game; the Bounty County is his beat. 
This fish story is all the more enjoyable because 
it happened to Giddings hisself. Let’s go back to the 
beginning: In February of 1959, Giddings was fishing 
in San Pablo Bay and hooked onto a whopping stur­ 
geon that took him and his small boat on a joy ride 
to end all joy rides. Two hours and 55 minutes and 
several miles later the exhausted Giddings finally 
boated the ugly beast, which weighed in at 102 pounds. 
Which was a pretty fair killing because Giddings 
was using a Fenwick medium action rod which wasn’t 
designed for such heavyweight action, hence the 
lengthy battle. 


A Heavy Duty Rod Needed 


“At the time I happened to mention it to a Fen­ 
wick Co. representative who was here at the Marin 
Rod and Gun Club’s sports show,” said Giddings, “and 
he told me he’d send me a heavy duty rod for the 
next time I tangled with a sturgeon. Which he did, 
and I’ve used it many times during the past 10 years. 
“Now,’’ he continued, “here is the ironical part 
of the story. Just last week, almost 10 years to the 
day after I caught that other sturgeon, 1 hooked onto 
another one near the Richmond Bridge.

After Payment 


MIAMI CAP) — A Venezuelan 
airLiner hijacked to Cuba last 
week has returned to Venezuela 
after payment of $31,466.80 to 
Cuba for expenses incurred, Ha­ 
vana radio said today. 
The broadcast, monitored in 
Miami, said Cuban investigation

“ the Aeropostal 
lines plane which landed in San­ 
tiago, Cuba, Feb. 11 was divert­ 
ed from its rouie by three Vene­ 
zuelan gueirillas.”

Also, the tendency of the j 
rowdy gang on stage to break 
into song sets up a Brecht ian 
type of alienation, a l w a y s 
reminding us that we are in a 
theater, and thus keeping us 
from full involvement.

The play is similar to the 
revolutionary classic, “ Waiting 
For Lefty" except that Lefty 
never arrived and Big Time, a 
black power leader does. While 
waiting for his arrival, his 
henchmen, members of 
(Beautiful 
Alleuiah Days)

gig” 
surviving 
on 
federal funds. The henchmen are 
a group of typical opportunists, 
ready to change their vote for a 
buck. 
During the play’s first half 
these characters squabble, gos­ 
sip and continually caricature 
the white man’s stereotype of 
the black. Interjected are such 
barbs as “ We’re gonna put you 
on the white list!.” 
In the second half, Big Time 
arrives and the play becomes 
serious with Big Time revealing 
that he is the one member of 
BAD. who is truly sincere in his 
desire for complete b l a c k 
freedom. 
Big Time's dialogue makes it 
plain the seriousness of his in­ 
tent. Thus Whitey in the au­ 
dience becomes uncomfortably 
aware of his part in the even­ 
ing's proceedings and from then 
on is never allowed to forget 
who he is.

The unusual feature of this 
concert was that string bassist 
Carl Modell joined the quartet — 
violinists Charles Meacham and 
Michael 
Erling. 
v i o l i n i s t 
Elizabeth Bell and cellist Jean 
Mitchell —- in two quintets. This 
was something new for most 
chamber music lovers, since not 
much chamber music includes 
the string bass. 
The treee works performed 
were the Quintet No. 2 for 
String Quarter and String Bass 
in 
contemporary 
idiom 
b y 
Milhaud; Quarter in D Minor, 
Opus 76, No. 2, by Haydn, a 
masterpiece of classical style, 
and D v o r a k ’ s scintillating 
Quintet in G Major, Opus 77 that 
glows with 
romantic 
fervor, 
though it has structural solidity. 
Of the three works the most 
nearly perfect realization for me 
was the Haydn quartet, from 
the 
composer’s 
period 
o f | 
supreme mastery, in which all 
four voices were smoothly func­ 
tioning in close rapport. 
A change in the usual seating 
of the two low voices was 
somewhat puzzling. The viola in 
previous concerts has been in 
the chair to the right in front of 
the cello, and this I felt was 
good since the viola does not 
have a strong sonority as the 
cello and Miss Bell is not of 
extroverted temperament insis­ 
tent on full equality for the viola. 
In the quintets, the cello in 
front may have served the 
purpose of avoiding too close 
duplication of low sound with the 
string bass, especially in the 
Dvorak quintet. 
In the opening M i l h a u d 
quintet, I was very much aware 
of the leadership of Meacham’s 
first violin, perhaps because the 
work is written with a more 
memorable line for it, with the 
other 
voices 
taking 
off 
in­ 
dependently in many different 
dissonant d i r e c t i o n s . The 
purpose of the string bass seem­ 
ed to be more to emphasize the 
rhythmic beat, as it does in 
popular music, than participa­ 
tion musically, as it did in the 
Dvorak quintet. 
Except for the final move­ 


ment, I felt that the music was 
an example of the rather harsh, 
dry style that is one among 
widely differing ones Milhaus 
uses. 
While the Dvorak quintet had 
plenty of animation and sparkle, 
it was given an intellectually 
controlled reading rather than 
one of fiery Slavonic intensity 
that is another possibility. 
Dvorak’s lyric gift revealed 
especially in the poco andante 
and finale allegro assai was ad­ 
mirably brought out by the love­ 
ly cantabile tone of the cello.

Case Study In Mill Valley 


We spend money to “ modernize,’’ 
then often have to spend more to cor­ 
rect 
conditions 
created 
by 
t h e 
“modernization. ” 
For instance, trees and shrubbery 
— the growth of nature or the plant­ 
ings of our forebears — are removed 
to make way for a widened road; then 
expensive and expensive landscaping is 
necessary to cover up the unsightly 
denuded area. Or a slum neighborhood 
is cleared for a “ redevelopment” proj­ 
ect. and the poor families thus evicted 
— unable to pay the high rents in the 
‘ redevelopment” 
apartments 
— 
crowd into an adjoining slum, making 
it much worse than it was before and 
spreading the city's decay. 
In 
Marin, 
the 
effects 
of 
such 
“ modernization' are most noticeable 
in drainage problems. Even the newest 
cities have already been faced with 
major expenses to correct flooding 
created because someone, for public 
good 
or 
private 
profit, 
diverted 
natural drainage. 


A CURRENT EXAMPLE of added 
expense following modernization is 
found in the Dipsea Trail steps in Mill 
Valley. 
The steps have climbed the Mill 
Valley hillside since memory runneth 
not. They were installed in the first 
place up a narrow drainage channel — 
because it provided the easiest route 
for climbing the hill. At that time, 
however, the hillside was so heavily 
covered with trees, grass and brush 
that relatively little water ran down 
the steps. 


As homes and streets were built on 
the hill, the amount of runoff in­ 
creased. It got its last big boost about 
three years ago when Marin Municipal 
Water District installed a large storage 
tank, 
on 
a 
concrete 
pad, 
above 
Edgewood avenue. 


MILL VALLEYANS, and other, had 
been complaining for several years 
about the dangerous condition of the 
steps. So, in 1967, the City of Mill 
Valley undertook a t h r e e - s t a g e 
rebuilding project. City crews replac­ 
ed the steps from Cascade Way to 
Marion Avenue; Albert Bidegain, San 
Rafael contractor, did those from 
Marion to Hazel Avenue, on a $6,813 
contract. 
The third stage, however, from 
Hazel to Edgewood, presents the big­ 
gest job — for on that portion, the 
steps receive a large volume of water 
from a gutter along Edgewood which 
in turn takes water from a large pipe 
installed by the MMWD to drain its 
storage tank pad. 
City 
Engineer 
Stanley 
M. 
Bala 
estimated last month that it would cost 
$6,800 to provide u n d e r g r o u n d 
drainage beside the steps to take that 
water to Hazel Avenue, plus $5,100 to 
install 
new 
steps. 
Allowing 
f o r 
engineering fees and contingencies, he 
recommended 
that 
$15,000 
b e 
budgeted for the job. 


THE WATER DISTRICT contends 
that the steps are in the natural 
drainage channel, and that it has not 
disturbed the 
drainage pattern by 
diverting water there from its tank 
pad. But the increase in runoff from 
the large concrete pad makes it im­ 
practical to replace the steps without 
providing new drainage. 
This is typical of what happens when 
improvements are installed: a water 
tank, needed to supply Mill Valley 
homeowners, 
forces a d d i t i o n a l 
drainage expense. 
The $6,800 item for draining the 
steps is a relatively small one. But 
similar outlays, much more costly, 
often 
result 
from 
just 
s u c h 
“ modernization.” Nor can they always 
be foreseen or prevented.

tax rate at the present $2 27 
per $100 assessed valuation, 
and Tower if possible.

they'll have to do much more 
than “ hold the line;” they’ll 
have to cut back considerably. 
County Auditor M i c h a e l 
Mitchell, 
who 
did 
some 
preliminary figuring, says the 
outlook is bleak. 
In the first place, the con­ 
tingency reserve fund will be 
depleted to almost nothing by 
the end of this fiscal year in 
June. In June of 1968, the coun­ 
ty had a contingency reserve 
of $291,000. By supplementing 
that, the county started in JuTy 
of 1968 with a contingency 
reserve 
of $350,000. 
T h a t 
reserve 
is down 
to about 
$100,000 now, and will be gone 
by June. 
Thus means that a tax rate of

The boys, who were sup­ 
posed to be the spectators, 
seemed 
generally 
m o r e 
restrained as to the effect of a 
weeklong feminine 
touch on 
this 
Ivy 
League 
masculine 
stronghold. 
“ More like a weekend than a 
stage show." said one Prince- 
tonian, “ only longer and drier 
than usual. 


To many coeds, however, the 
most striking impression from 
the experiment, which ended 
Friday, was the ease 
with 
which 
their 
miniskirts 
and 
stockings were absorbed by the 
Princeton landscape. 
Some girls found dates, but 
the 
majority 
found 
o n l y 
whistles. Most Princetonians 
went studiously about their 
classes or peopled the libraries 
by night as usual, thereby 
earning the label of “ hostiles" 
from some ephemeral coeds. 
‘‘A lot of girls came looking 
for dates and have been disap- 
painted.” said a visitor from 
Briarcliff. ‘‘They expected to 
fall in love and be invited back 
every* weekend. I feel sorry for 
them, because the boys are 
callous about it.” 
One 
Princeton s t u d e n t 
theorized 
that 
politics 
had 
crept into the selection of the 
700 coeds from more than 2,500 
who applied from 30 eastern 
colleges. 
“ I see some of the same 
couples 
holding 
hands 
i n 
midweek that I have been 
seeing 
on 
weekends,” 
h e 
observed. “ It must be a great 


opportunity to have your girl 
come for a whole week for only 
ten bucks.” 


Most of the girls attended 
full class schedules, but talking 
in the classroom generally was 
left to the men. 
Emerging 
from a lecture class swollen to 
nearly 1.000 by addition of 200 
visitors, one coed said. “ I ’m 
used to small classes where 
you can say. ‘Sir. will you 
please repeat that' when your 
mind wanders. I'd never dare 
do that at Princeton " 
The professors generally ig­ 
nored 
the 
presence of 
the 
coeds, the experiment being 
strictly the project of Prince­ 
ton students rather than a 
formal university experiment. 
One professor muttered as 
several girls straggled into his 
classroom, “ Well, we have now 
reached our 
original enroll­ 
ment." 
Princeton students m a d e 
room for the girls by moving 
out of their dormitories or. in 
some cases, simply to other 
floors. 
Bathrooms 
w e r e 
designated male, female and, 
in at least one case, neuter. 
“ There were boys in there, 
so we all just brushed our I 
teeth.” said a girl emerging 
from the neuter bathroom, “ it 
was fun.” 
A few girls grumbled about 
their spartan quarters, but in 
general the dorm sharing ar­ 
rangement 
worked 
satisfac­ 
torily. The major conflict was 
between students who wished 
to study or sleep and those who 
preferred to socialize. 
“ Mount Holyoke must be a 
cemetery," 
grumbled 
one 
Princeton 
sophomore. 
‘ The 
girls upstairs went to bed at 10 
o’clock but complained they 
couldn’t sleep because of our 
party." 
Leon Michel, 
a Princeton 
sophomore, 
said 
the week 
hadn’t been long enough to tell 
whether girls should be ac­ 
cepted as a permanent part of 
the campus scene at Prince­ 
ton. 
“ A 
week 
is 
barely 
long 
enough for people to drop their 
weekend faces and really com­ 
municate," 
he 
said. 
“ The 
pseudocoeds were too much of 
a phenomenon to form the 
basis of judgment. Ask almost 
anyone

week has only shown

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SENTENCES ADDICTS 
Judge Gives Synanon A Try

“ What about trying Synanon?” 


This is a question being heard 
increasingly in the courtroom oi 
a youthful Marin judge who is as 
concerned about the welfare of 
the young drug addicts he sses 
daily as he is in protecting 
society. 


“ Nothing else Is working, 


and I think we have to look for 
new solutions to today’s prob­ 
lems,” said Judge Hadden W. 
Roth of Marin Municipal Court 
in discussing the Synanon ap­ 
proach to addiction. 


Judge Roth explained that lie 
doesn’t exactly sentence addicts 
to Synanon. but “ I lean on them 
pretty hard.” 


“ Leaning 
means 
in 
many 
cases giving a person a choice 
between a jail sentence and 
committing himself to Synanon 
or a state hospital. 
“ 1 can’t sentence anyone to 
Synanon — I don't even know 
whether they will take people.” 
the judge said. “ But I often sug­ 
gest that a person go and talk to 
Synanon officials to see what 
they say.”

In todays hand West cannot 
afford to lead diamonds, the suit 
he has bid, because that would 
allow declarer to win a trick 
with the king. West cannot tell 
that 
the 
missing 
king 
o f 
diamonds is in the South hand 
but he should not risk a diamond 
lead because the bidding in­ 
dicates that South is more likely 
than any other player to have a 
missing high card. 
Fortunately, 
West 
has 
a 
perfectly normal, attacking lead 
in one of the unbid suits. When 
West leads the king of spades, 
E ast should signal by playing 
the ten. 


Normally, this kind of signal 
might encourage West to take 
the ace of spades and then lead 
a third spade, but West is ex­ 
pected to use his common sense. 
East 
cannot 
have 
only 
two 
spades, since then South would 
have a six-card suit which he 
never bothered to bid. Since this 
is obviously not the case. E ast 
cannot have a doubleton, and his 
signal m ust therefore indicate 
that he has the queen of spades. 


INTERPRETS MESSAGE 
If West correctly interprets 
the message he should lead his 
low spade at the second trick.

SAN DIEGO (AP) - Tile Uni- 
versitv of California at San Die­ 
go says it will keep on the 
faculty Dr 
Herbert 
Marcuse, 
controversial philosophy profes­ 
sor criticized by the American 
Legion as an inspiration to re­ 
bellious students the world over. 
The announcement w as made 
vcsterdav by Chancellor William 
McGill. 
McGill said it would be th e : 
last extension for M arcuse, who 
at 70 is three years past the 
normal retirement age. 
The decision to retain M ar­ 
cuse. said McGill, was made 
after a careful review by a five- 
member panel of senior faculty 
members of M arcuse’s “ acade­ 
mic merits . . . (his) writings, 
his standing among scholars, 
his teaching and his service to 
the university.” 
The action brought strong cri­ 
ticism from the American Le­ 
gion's 22nd district judge ad­ 
vocate, Harry Foster, who said 
McGill “ evidently disregarded 
the feeling of not only the vast 
majority of the people of this 
community 
but 
of 
also 
the 
state.”

salaries. Suldickas earns $1.45 
school and I buy all my own 
an hour. 


“ When 1 first came on this 


(the corps program), I didn’t 
have a job at all,” he said. “ 1 
was completely dependent on 
Mom 
for money. Now I’m 
mere or less self-sufficient. 
I'm saving some money for 


clothes and stuff now.” The 
“ stuff” includes a better car 
to get him hack and forth to 
school and work. 


He wants to go on to the 


College of Mnrin, then the Navy, 
but suspects it will have to be 
the other way around because of 
money. After that, he wants to 
go to business college with an 
eye toward gaining experience 
for more skilled 
office jobs. 
Eventually, he wants to be “ not 
just a regular salesm an, but 
higher up.” 


Like Suldickas, Miss Smith, a 
1966 Tam alpais High graduate, 
looked long and hard for a job 
without success before turning 
to 
the 
Neighborhood 
Youth 
Corps for help. She could pass 
any of the required tests, she 
said, but she never got hired 
because 
she didn’t 
have ex­ 
perience.

perience in anything, really,” 
she said during an interview 
at her two-week-old job in 
MeGraw - Hill’s 
trade

service where she is a product 
file clerk. “ They (the corps) 
helped get me started and get 
experience.

where I’d be if they didn’t.” 


Miss Smith got the job with 
the big publishing firm after 
gaining needed experience work­ 
ing under the corps program 
with the county department of 
rehabilitation and the district at­ 
torney’s office. 


Not only that, she drives to 
her new job from her parents’ j 
home in Marin City in a sporty; 
four-year-old auto she was able 
to afford after she started work­ 
ing steadily.

MeGraw- - Hill and learn job 
skills for two or three years, 


then go on to “ something bet­ 
ter.” like, perhaps, training 


for the compufer field. 


Jam es McKenna, director of 
the Neighborhood Youth Corps 
for 
Marin, 
said 
the 
current 
phase of the program — span­ 
ning from March 1968 to this Ju ­ 
ly and using $155,000 in federal 
and $47,000 in county funds — 
will 
benefit 
about 
180 Marin 
youngsters. 


The program ’s January report 
showed that 23 of the 41 people 
involved in the in-school pro­ 
gram -requiring 
12 
hours 
of 
work a week along with school 
—were members of minority 
groups. Five of the 19 out-of- 
school corpsmen—who are re­ 
quired to work 32 hours a week 
—were minority group mem­ 
bers, McKenna said. 
He said about 120 Marinitcs 
will be aided under the corps’ 
summer program. 


Of 
course, 
the 
program 


hasn't 
been 
an 
unqualified 


success. McKenna said there 
have been some dropouts from 
the program — less than 10 
per cent who don’t stick it out 
at least four months — but on 
the other hand, the corps last 
year got about 25 per cent of 
its members permanent full­ 
time jobs. 


There 
has 
been 
o t h e r I 
criticism, too. There are those 
who object to the program by 
asking why the government has 
to do a job that private en­ 
terprise could. 
“ The plain fact is,” answers a 
businessman who hired a former 
youth corpsman, “ that private 
enterprise isn’t doing the job 
and there are damned few signs 
that private enterprise — look 
right here in Marin — is going to 
do it. You can like it or not.”
